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10. The MAST/HOETTL connection is one that is known to.ufl, as 
well as to USAGE, but is one which v/e haven it yet been able to dlarify. 
MAST is still employed by ZIPPER through BV S, and has a connection to 
CIC Lin?, Whether ZIPPER is employing HAST to penetrate HOETTL/CAPOTE 
or vice versa is a question we cannot now answer. Repeated needling 
of ZIPPER 1 e 40 section about HAST, without, of course, disclosing our 
knowledge of MAST’e other connections, has ellcitod no y*a(Ul informa- 
tion, except "protests" (6ic) at our denunciation without supporting 
details which tney requested we provide. Their reluctance to volunteer 
any information on thle score night Indicate that ZIPPER le indeed^ 
aware of MaST'b connection to HOSTTL, and ere loathe to inform ue that 
HAST is being used to penetrate CaPOTS, an nctivity for which we voultiU 
certainly balk footing tho bill. It is believed that CZI ■ 

has additional infer nation on the ^ctiviticr of HAST, ana pernaps wnen 
ve get thio we will have a clearer picture of KaST'b true loyalties. 
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
